On Friday was determined in the Supreme Court, 
a caufe which had takenup ten days in trying. _ It 
was an adiion brought by a native of the Brahmia 
Caft, againit 'T. Motte, and E. Maxwell, Efgrs. fa- 
perintendants of the police, for an affaulr and falfe 
imprifonment. ‘The plaintiff-was brought before the 
defendants, charged with having committed an af- 
fault. He requefted a day’s time to fend for wit- 
nefles to difprove the charge ; and on being refufed, 
he offered bail : This was alfo reje€ted, and he was 
put into confinement. An application by letter was 
made to the defendants, by an attorney, to releafe 
him. | On the receipt of which letter, the plaintiff 
was flogged with twenty ftripes, as fome of his wit- 
neffes faid, for having employed an attorney. The 
defendants endeavoured to juftify their right to ap- . 
prehend perfons charged with crimes, under their 
appointment, by the Governor General and Council ; 
but the Court would not allow this to be a juftifica- 
tion fince the repeal by the King in Council of the 
bye-law, by which the fuperintendency of the police 
was e(tavli! ed ; though they permitted the defen- 
<lants to give evidence under this jultification, in mi- 
tigation of damages. 

The Judges were unanimous, that the affault and 
smprifonment were fully proved ; but differed in their 
opinions as to the extent of the damages to be given 

- to the plaintiff. Sir William Jones was for giving 
five thoufand pounds. Mr Juftice Hyde and Sir 
Robert Chambers thought two thoufand rupees full 
compenfation; and for this fum judgment was given 
with cofts of fuit.

Mr Firzgerald’s eftate confifted of about 10,000 
acres, a great part of which was very fine land ; it 
never brought hin: near the intrinfic value annually ; 
as folvent tenants were unwilling to live under a 
man of his difpofitioh, a great fpace of it remained 
unoceupied. IF properly hufbanded, it is eftimated 
it would be worth yocol. per annum.~~ — He 
purchafed a comffilflion in the Royal, army, in the 
year 1765, and from this we may date the com: 
men¢ement of his public tranfactions. 

He had diftinguifhed himfelf in two duels, be- 
fore his being garrifoned in Galway, in the year 
1767, when, on fome quarrel with a Lieutenant 
Thompfon, they met in a public garden in the fub- 
urbs of that town; and at the fecond fhot, unforta- 
nately for George, and thofe who have fince fuffered 
throngh his means, part of his full was only that- 
tered, without penetrating the pia mater. Liule 
hopes were, however, entertained of his life; but 
the fkill of Sorgeon Wilkins, who had been ufed to 
the cure of gun-fhot wounds during ‘he American 
war, under the immortal Wolfe, fatally preferved 
him for a more fhocking ¢ataltrophe. Fle was at 
this time one of the genteele(ft loo!ing youths in Tre- 
Jand, and was fo vain of a fine head of pale-caJoured 
hair, that though he never winced under the trepan, 
he dropped tears when the furgeon told him, that 
cutting off his hair was neceflary to his cure. 

It would be a difficult tafk to trace him through 
his numerous quarrels and duels in Ireland; Eng- 
land, and France. In the latter kingdom, he was 
carrefled by the Count d’Artois, and in the habits 
of familiarity with numbers of the firft nobility in 
France. An anecdote is related, that he introduced 
fome loaded dice at hazard, and being detested, 
the compafhon of the Count d’Artois faved him ; 
He immediately fled in women’s apparel. 
return from France, in 1776, he accompanied his 
father to the county of Mayo, that unhappy fcene 
of the tragedy in which he acted fo principal a part. 

As France had rather encreafed than diminithed 
his foppery, his mode of travelling was in a very ex- 
traordinary ftile. The facher being in the German 
fervice early in life, all the fervants were put in huf- 
far uniform, wiih monflrous fabres ; and the entrance 
and the exit of their fuite into every country town, 
had all the parade a little German Prince coald 
make in a route through his petty dominions. This 
uniform was blue, faced with yellow ; the facing of 
a great breadth, which, with the great huffar caps, 
gave the fuite a very eutré appearance. The former. 
fet up as a candidate for the county Mayo, in the e- 
IeGtion of 1777, and even petitioned Parliament a- 
gainft the returned member, but loft it.

Héerelieth the body of Thomas Fitzgerald of Tur- 
fagh, Eig; who ended a life of as few failings, and 
as Many virtues, as ever fell ro the thare of one man, 
the 15th of May 1747, in the 86th year of his ape:
